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The amendment does not change the step of the method, which is administering 
enoxiparin to a patient with cerebral ischemia. This step is accomplished by Pratt. Applicant 
argues that this reference is "devoid of any disclosure relating to cerebral ischemia." The 
examiner respectfully disagrees. See Pratt at abstract: "An area of cerebral ischemia was 
provoked in the right hemisphere of rats." The reference further discloses administration of 
enoxaparin to said rats. Regarding claim 2, even if for the sake of argument that the method were 
novel, an old product still does not become newly patentable upon use in a new method.
